Adams county's campaign to col­ 
lect scrap of all kinds to help the 
war effort officially starts Tuesday 
morning and continues until mid­ 
night. Wednesday, September 30. 
Pennsylvania is asked to collect 
three million tons of scrap metal. 
Adams county’s quota will be pro­ 
portionate with other counties. 
"The effort to supply scrap metal 
which Lh essential for the produc­ 
tion of steel has fallen down.” said 
Donald M. Nelson, chairman of the 
War Production 
Board.

the end of .September some steel 
metals, producing vital Implements ! 
of war, will have to close down.

Fresh Nazi Troops 
Storm Approaches

Moscow, Sept. 14 (A P)—Fresh hordes of Nazi troops 
smashed today at the approaches to Stalingrad in an obvious 
all-out effort to storm the city whatever the cost in blood, 
but the Russians said that after yielding precious ground the 
Red Army halted and pushed hack a new* penetration south­ 
west of the city. 
Both to the west and southwest the Germans were pouring 
tanks and armored cars and new reserves into the bloody 
struggle, but the mid-day communique indicated the Russians 
were holding. 
Earlier the Russians had reported the capture by the 
Germans o f an unidentified “populated place” southwest o f 
Stalingrad. From all reports it was apparent that the crucial
